T IIE PACIFIC SLOPE 
Is th e newest-found territo rial gem of this 
continent. 
It is an em pire in extent and 
natural resources. 
It has every elem ent 
th at makes w ealth, th a t sustains a dense 


grandeur th an this “ heart of the Pacific 
slope.” 
To th e west, the great sea rolls 
her crested waves against l>eetling crags 
and g ian t cliffs, or over wide stretches of 
pebbly beaches, and shores of glistening 
sands. 
T he gently rounded domes of the 
Coast Range, and the snow-crowned sum ­ 
m its of th e Sierras overlook picturesque 
valleys and forest-parked plains. 
Shasta 
and Lassen, the grim sentinels of th e 
north, lift th e ir heads into eternal silence. 
T he great rivers flow through th e grain- 
ladened valleys, looking like ribbons of 
silver set in d o th of gold. 
Innum erable 
stream s, from th eir sources in the [>erpet- 
ual snow, dash through narrow gorges, 
pour in gleam ing cataracts down preeivit- 
ous m ountain sides and w hirl in silent 
eddies at th e feet of over-branching forest 
m onarchs. G reat woods darken the m ount­ 
ain sides and green oaks beautify the 
valleys. 


t h e s o n . 
O f C entral and N orthern California is of 
rem arkable fertility. 
In the valley of the 
Sacram ento it was formed at th e bottom 
of an immense lake, w hich received the 
washings and w eatherings from th e lofty 
ranges th a t surround it. 
For untold ages 
th e potash from the decomposing granite 
formations, th e magnesia and lim e from 
th e w eatherings of the m agnesian lim e 
strata, and the soda from the decomposed 
vegetation, was carried, year after year, 
and deposited in th e bottom of this inland 
sea, w here it was stored up in inexhaust­ 
ible quantities for the u-.es of th e tillers 
of the land in later times. 
T h is accounts 
for the incom parable feitility of th e val­ 
ley. .fudged by th e analysis of the chem ist 
and th e experience of the farm er, there is 
no richer soil on the earth th an th e allu­ 
vium in th is drained tied of w hat was once 
the great Sacramc-nto lake. 
A long the 
foothills are th e “ red lands,” th e soil of 
which i- a loam composed of sand, clav, 
lime, soda, potash, phosphorous, magnesia 
and iron. 
T his red soil has everv elem ent 
of fertility and is kuown to be alm ost in­ 
exhaustible, bearing annual croppings for 
a great num ber of years w ithout requiring 
fertilization. 
T he evidence of the inex- j 
haustihle fertility of the soil of N orthern 
California is furnished in the unexam pled 
w heat product of th at section in 18S4, 
am ounting to 55,000,000 bushels, w ith a 
yield of more than 50 per cent, greater 
th an th e average o f th e rest of the U nited 
States, and in th e enormous yield of fruit 
and every other agricultural product. 
ITS TIMBER SUPPLY. 
Ill her tree grow ths this section presents 
a rem arkable contrast to the vast treeless 
plains and prairie regions east of the 
Rocky m ountains. 
Oak grow ths are found 


stream w ith three tributaries, th e N orth, 
South and M iddle Forks. 
Each of these 
trib u tary stream s has a num ber of sm aller 
feeders, sent down from the canyons, gorges 
and valleys of th e higher ranges. 
In the extrem e southern portion of the 
county is Ilcar river, another m ountain 
stream , w ith a netw ork of feeders in the 
higher ranges. 
W ith all these lasting and 
rapid stream s th is county is one of the best 
w atered portions of the coast. 
In th e foot­ 
h ill portion of the county there are nu­ 
m erous clear, cool springs th at hurst forth 
from the hillsides. 
T here is no part of 
the county in whit h good well w ater can­ 
not l>e found at depths varying from ten 
to forty feet. 
In addition to th is lavish 
n atural w ater supply, there is a perfect

ditches 
start from the 
stream s in th e high m ountains, and run 
along the crests of ridges and divides at as 
high elevations as can he found, so as to 
cover as much of the land as possible. All 
o f these have been constructed w ith a 
great expenditure of labor and money. 
T hese ditches, w ith th eir tributaries, ag­ 
gregate hundreds of miles, and now, since 
the cessation of placer m ining, th e vast 
volumes of w ater they carry is available 
for purposes of irrigation. 
T h eir owners 
are now extending them from th e foothills 
to the plains below. 
It it believed th at 
these old m ining ditches have a capacity 
to carry water enough to irrigate all the 
arable land in Y uba county. 
If th e future 
developm ent should dem and more, it can 
be easily obtained from stream s th at drain 
these great m ountain sides. 


AREA OF FORE-TS. 
In meet portions of th is county, even on 
th e plains, there are sufficient tim ber 
grow ths to furuish fuel for present and fu­ 
ture use. 
Since the A m erican occupation, 
more th an forty years, the am ount of tree 
grow ths has increased by reason of protec­ 
tion from fires. 
Along th e stream s in the 
valleys 
there 
are willow, poplar, syca­ 
more, soft m aple, Ix jx-elder and cottonwood 
, growths, and on th e plains live, burr, w hite 
' and black oaks. 
On th e m ountain sides 
there is a forest belt twenty-five miles 
in 
width, 
in 
which 
there 
is every 
kind 
of 
evergreen 
grow ths — w hite, 
red, pitch and sugar pine, spruce, fir, hem ­ 
lock and cedar. 
In th is great tim ber belt 
there are some of the largest tree grow ths 
of th e coast. 
All through these forests 
there are large steam and w ater mills, 
which m anufacture m illions of feet of 
lum ber for home and foreign use. 


no j>ortion of th is continent th at has a 
better tem perature th a n th a t of th e delta, 
plains and foothills of these two counties. 
T he average annual rainfall is 22 inches.

Joaquin, rising in th e southern p art flows 
north, and th e Sacramento, having its 
source in th e north, flows south till the two 
join, and pour th eir waters into th e Bay of 
San Francisco. 
These tw o rivers furnish 
w ater transportation to the greater part of 
th is region. 
T he valleys of these two 
stream s are of incom parable beauty and 
fertility. 
T hey enraptured the Spanish 
explorer and tiie Je su it and San F ra n ­ 
ciscan fathers in th e sixteenth century; 
th ey excited th e strongest adm iration of 
the"bold rovers of the seas in th e seven­ 
teen th and eighteenth centuries; they ex­ 
torted the m ost extravagant praise from 
th e pathfinders and explorers in th e m iddle 
o f this century, and they m ade th e “ Argo­ 
nauts” w illing exiles from th eir childhood 
homes a t th e commencement of th e A m eri­ 
can occupation.

F u rth e r to th e east is Yuba county, com­ 
posed of th e three deltas formed by the 
F eather, and its tributaries,the H unciit, the 
Y uba and the Bear rivers.

N ile or of th e M ississippi. 
It is to these

T b s hom e-seeker should understand at 
the outset th at there are no seasons here 
as in th e country east of th e Sierras, 
( tur 
people are m ostly descendants of th e N o rth ­ 
men, who have alw ays lived in cold 
countries, w ith the well-m arked seasons of 
spring, sum m er, autum n and w inter, and 
we still use these term s to designate cer­ 
tain m onths of the year, hut under the 
clim atic conditions existing in th is State 
they are un tru e and m isleading. 
We have 
only two seasons—spring, or th e season of 
showers, and autum n, the dry season. 
Spring commences w ith the first showers 
in October or Novem ber, and thc-rc is a 
general aw akening of vegetable life. 
T he 
hillsides and valleys are soon

From th e m iddle of Ju n e to th e last of 
Septem ber th e farm er has a surety of fine 
w eather for haying, harvesting and haul­ 
ing farm, orchard and vineyard products 
to m arket.

W hen th e first A m ericans came to these 
delta jiluins and foothills, 
they f und 
them covered w ith lu x u rian t grow ths of 
wild oat-grasscs, native clovers and bunch 
grass. 
These were found to be so n u tri­ 
tious for all kinds of stock and so well 
adapted for pasturage that, as a rule, 
few 
attem pt- 
were 
m ade 
to 
intro­ 
duce other gras-cs. 
W herever 
alfalfa, 
red clover, tim othy and herds’ grass have 
been introduced they have done well. 
In 
th is county there are sonic noted alfalfa 
pastures and bay fields, and the area de­ 
voted to the raising of th a t plant is rap­ 
idly increasing. 
T h e foothills afford as 
good grazing as there is on this coast, and' 
there are many fine stock ranches there. 
T he wild-out grass, native d iv e rs and 
hunch grass grow luxuriaritlv. and th ere 
of clclear w ater anc 
cool 
is an abundance 
shade. 
STOCK BREEDING. 
Yuba county for its lim ited superficial 
area has been one of th e noted stock 
counties of the State. 
.Some of th e best 
blooded horses, cattle and sheep in the 
State are to b e found there. 
In 1880 there 
were 4,500 horsi*» in th e county, and 55,000 
sheep. 
M uch money has been wisely ex­ 
pended in th e introduction of the liest breeds 
ofall kinds of stock. F u tm o re than a quarter 
of a century some of tin- most noted horses, 
both racing and trotting, have lieen owned 
there, and at all the State and I fistrict Fairs 
th e entries from Y uba county have been 
seen in the front. 
T here is no better re­ 
gion in the State for t he stock-grower to lo­ 
cate th an ou these deltas or in the foothills. 
W ith th e superabundance of W ater in the 
stream s and irrig atin g ditches, alfalfa can 
be grown on the plains and in th e valu es 
of th e focthillsT 


FRUIT-GROWING. 


Of th e noted orchards in the Slate, th e 
very first in point o f date 
as 
well 
as 
excellence were around M arysville. 
Briggs, Teegarden, H utchins and Sivezy 
had large and productive orchards in the 
’•50’s. 
These orchards embraced nearlv 
every variety of fruit since grown on th e 
coast. 
These fruits were not only large 
and luscious, but th ey were and are still 
the first in the market», and therefore 
commanded th e best of prices. The people 
of M arysville claim th a t for m anv rears 
th eir apricots and peaches have been the 
first of the season seen in San Francisco 
and other m arkets. 
T his is a great ad­ 
vantage to th e fruit-grow er, as it 
him double prices for hi- frnit. 
E very kind of fruit does well here. A ll 
th e small fruits are very productive, and 
well repay th e labor bestowed upon them . 
A ll kin'W o f grapevine- do well in th e

more successful 
re­ 
sults. 
It i- now nearly tb ir y years since 
orange trees were planted. 
T here are at 
least two hundred people who have grown 
tHem successfully, and w ithout dam age 
from frosts. 
T he grow ths have been as 
large as in the best citrus countries, and 
the fruit is all, iu size and flavor, th a t can 
be desired. 
A t the citrus fairs held in 
Sacram ento for th e past two years th e cit­ 
rus fruits grown in Yuba county have a t­ 
tracted m arked attention, aiid have re­ 
ceived a large share of prem ium s, prizes 
and medals for th eir acknowledged excel­ 
lence. 
These citrus trees seem to flourish 
equally well on the slopes of the foothills 
and tue valley lands. 
W hat has been 
said of orange trees and th e ir production 
may be said of th e lemon. 
In th at countv 
'th e re a-e some of th e oldest olive trees in 
the n orthern half of the State. 
They have

The honieseekcr of m oderate means can 
locate him self and family here and soon 
have anjm dependent income from his land 
and labor. 
T here he can have all th at is 
w orth living for— an unequaled ciim 3te 
and a home as picturesque as he chooses to 
make it. 
O f late years, since cheap trans­ 
portation has opened th e m arkets of the 
F ast to our green and dried fruits and our 
wines, there has been great activity in this 
section in trie and vine planting.

over the plains anil through th e foothills 
people have eith e r added to th eir orchards 
and vineyards or p ut out new ones.

S u tter county i» small in the num ber of 
its acres, but in natural and developed 
w ealth it belongs in th e front rank of th e 
counties of C alifornia. 
T he fertility o f 
her soils, th e beauty of her oak-parked 
plains, picturesque buttes, im m unity from 
crop failure, high average production, and 
her splendid farms and farm buildings, 
should have m ade her th e most noted sec­ 
tion of th e Pacific c o ast; yet she is th e 
least known county of th e’State. 
T his is 
accounted for in part by the fact th at th e 
great lines of travel scarcely pass w ithin 
sight ot her, and partly from the fact th a t 
sne lias no towns of considerable size, th e 
trade, manufactures and public press o f 
which m ake her resources and advantages 
known and give them widespread notoriety. 


TH E LOCATION OF SUTTER COUNTY 
Is m idw ay in the Sacram ento valley be­ 
tween th e Sierra N evada range on the 
E ast and th e Coast range on the west. H er 
western boundary is th e Sacram ento river, 
w hich is navigable the whole length of th e 
county. 
T he F eather river forms m ore 
th an one-half of h er eastern boundary, and 
is navigable from its m outh to h er county- 
seat— Y uba ( '¡tv.

O f S utter county is very sim ilar to th a t of 
its neighbor, Y uba county, fully described 
in th is article.

flourishes here with perfect im m unity from

A llgcier m ade his settle­ 
m ent there in the spring of 1842. 
T he 
town now located there took his first 
name, by which it is now known. 
In the 
autum n of th a t year G eneral S utter made 
another settlem ent at or near w hat is now 
known as “ H ock Farm ,” on th e Feather 
river, seven miles M o w Y uba City. 
It 
was at this latter place th at the

T here G eneral .Sutter had a large gar­ 
den and a vineyard. 
H e also planted a

A l­ 
most the whole area between th e F eath er 
river and the Sacram ento was, however,

Old settlers wl.o saw it say th a t th e wild 
oats were higher th an a m an’s head, 
and

T he discovery of gold in 1848 brought 
a sw arm of gold-liunters, and the p er­ 
m anent settlem ent and occupation of w hat 
is.Suiter county followed. G eneral S utter’s 
claim lo the immense land grant was re­ 
jected in part by the L and Commission 
and th e Courts. 
T he rich soils, rapid and 
cheap transportation, and m ild, w interless 
clim ate attracted the settlers in large 
num bers, ami the land was rapidly taken 
u p and tilled, and th e plows of th e settlers 
drove out th e big herds of cattle and the 
bands of horses.

H ave been grown in various parts of the 
county for a num ber of years. In th e yards 
of residences in Yuba C ity th ere are h and­ 
some and luxuriant orange and lemon trees 
th at are each season loaded w ith largefm e- 
llavored fruit. 
In no p art of th e Sacram ento valley are 
there larger and more 


PR O L IFIC F IO TR E ES 
Than along the F eather and Sacram ento 
rivers. 
A t G eneral S u tter’s old “’ Hock 
Farm ” there is a grove of Mission fig 
trees th a t are more th an a th ird of a cen­ 
tury old, and have attained imm ense size. 
For more than th irty years th ey have pro­ 
duced tons of purple figs. T here is hardly a 
residence in the towns or a farm house but 
w hat has a ffe tree for shade. 
T h eir enor­ 
mous size and dense foliage m ake them the 
best shade tree. In the early tiinesonly th e 
purple Mission fig was planted, but in late 
years, since a home and foreign m arket has 
l>een w ithin reach and a better knowledge 
of the m arket requirem ents has prevailed, 
better varieties of fig trees have been 
planted. 
T here are now large num bers of 
young w hite A driatic and Sm yrna fig trees 
just coming into bearing. 
In a few years 
th e production from them will be a prom i­ 
nent item of export. 


O l.tV E CU LTU RE. 
T he culture of olive trees has also had 
sufficient trial to dem onstrate th a t they 
grow well and are continuous and prolific 
hearers here. 
T here are thousands of 
acres of land on the sides of th e S utter 
Jiuttes used only for pasturage w hich are 
adm irably adapted to the production of 
olives. 
Inasm uch as we annually im port 
from foreign countries large quantities of 
olives and olive oil, it would seem th a t 
ihere is room here for an im portant in ­ 
dustry in olive-growing.

DECIDUOUS F IU 'IT -G RO W IN G. 
Slitter county was a pioneer locality. 
As has been said, G eneral S utter planted 
fruit trees here between 1841 and 18-50. 
Later, after th e 
Am erican occupation, 
some of th e earliest and most im portant 
orchards of th e State were on th e F eath er 
river. 
T he Briggs orchard, two m iles be­ 
low Yuba C ity, witli m any thousand trees of 
nearly all varieties, was then one of the 
largest orchards in the State. 
F or years 
th e l'ruit from th is place was among the 
very first in the m arkets. 
A portion of 
this orchard is still in existence, and the 
trees are prolific bearers. 
A year or two 
since some thousands of boxes of anples 
were shipjied from th is old B rigg, orchard 
to A ustralia and New Zealand, and good 
prices were realized. 
T his season th e first 
apricots in the San Francisco m arket were 
grown and - hipped from th is Briggs or­ 
chard.

THE FIRST VINEYARDS. 


In the early days, before and after the 
Am erican occupation, there were a ntnn- 
te r of vineyards planted. 
G eneral Sutter, 
at “ Iloek Farm ,” had th e first one, w hich 
was cultivated by Indians. 
T he grow th of 
vines was large and th e yield of grapes 
was immense. 
In th e cellars of th e old 
adobe houses th e G eneral stored large 
quantities of wine, w ith w hich he was as 
free and generous to his guests as he was 
w ith everything else lie had. 
T here are 
plenty of people now living in Yuba and 
S utter counties who could te a r testim ouv 
to th e fine flavor and power of G eneral 
Slitter's wine. 
A t one tim e there were a 
great m any M ission grape vineyards in 
various parts of th e county, but th e want 
of projier knowledge in niakiug th e wine, 
and the lack of m arket outside of the State 
a t th at time, m ade wine unsalable and 
valueless. As a consequence, m any of these 
vines were dug up and th e ground used 
for wheat-growing. Since we have learned 
the art of m anufacturing th e juice of the 
grape so as to m ake good wine, and since 
the railroads have cheajiened th e rate- of 
transportation so th at we can reach th e 
Kastern m arkete, an era of

Rights of Children. 


[Approved 
March ■.», 1874; Statutes 1873-4, 
pago 7ol7.J 
SECTION 1.—EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
IO or other poison in the Slate of California 
having control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall he required to send any such child 
or childreu to a public school for a period ot at 
least two-thirds of the time during ivhivh a 
public Echool shall be taught iu each citv, or 
citv and county, or school district in each school 
year, common ing 011 the first day ol July, iu 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless such child 
or childreu are excused lrom such attendance 
by the Hoard of Education of the city, or citv 
and county, or of the Trustees oi the scli ol 
district iu which such pareuis, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being shown to 
their satisfaction that bis or her bodily mental 
condition lias been sueli as to proven 
attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for ihe 
period required, or tliatiliepiireiitsorgunrdiaiis 
ure extremely poor, or sick, or tiiai such child 
or children are taught in a p ivate school, or at 
home, in sueli branches as are Usually taught in 
the primary schools iu this State, or have al­ 
ready acquired a good knowledge of sueli

benefitiug the poor on general principles, 
and getting rid of particular pests, whose 
persistence would otherwise become an­ 
noying, the giver has the pious satisfaction 
of " lending to the Lord” and laying np for 
himsell treasure in heaven. 
W ith their usual poetical instincts, Mex­ 
icans call beggars Pordioseras (“ For-God’s- 
sakes")—a name not inappropriate, consider 
ing that the mendicants themselves always 
preface their petitions with those words. 
The vagabond fraternity of Mexico ply their 
avocation with a system and assiduity 
which is conspicuously wanting in most 
other brunches of business in this queer 
country. In the first place they are regu­ 
larly licensed and protected by law, and 
there being no almshouses, are allowed to 
live in their own way, so long as not seri­ 
ously detrimental to the public peace. They 
divide every city into districts and beats to 
suit themselves, assigning to each beggar 
his own particular prowling place. Should 
any mendicant less honorable than his fel­ 
lows venture upou the territory assigned to 
another, lie would surely be received with 
a vigorous and combined attack of iron- 
shod staffs and crutches, wielded with a 
will by arm s which, at other times, appear 
crippled to helplessness. 
The licensed beggar is seldom imperti­ 
nent, and if harshly repulsed will make you 
ashamed of your rudeness by returning it 
with obeisance worthy of Chesterfield in 
his palmiest days, and a sad but dignified, 
“ Perdonez me, señorita " A favorite expe­ 
dient for getting rid of them during six 
days of the week is to say Nada hasta Snbado 
(“ Nothing until Saturday"), with which 
implied promise they shuffle contentedly 
away. But though you call upon the hills 
and mountains to cover you, they seldom 
fail to ferret yon out on the designated day, 
and present themselves with the utmost 
confidence, expecting a double bonus. And 
a failure on your part to “ come down 
bandsomeiy”afterall tbeir trust and trouble, 
would be to shake their faith in human 
nature and to call down upon your per­ 
jured head their devoutest prayers inverted. 
Worst of all are 
THE FEMALE “ FOB-GOP's BAKES 
For, understanding by instinct the inhe­ 
rent vanity of the sex, they will plant 
themselves in your path (if you are a wo­ 
man), and rolling up tbeir optics as if in an 
ecstacy of admiration, will discourse unon 
your grace and beauty in such exaggerated 
terms that you are glad to escape at any 
price. 
Anybody s doorway or arcade may be 
utilized as a lodgiug-place by these gamin, 
whole families of them calmly squatting on 
your premises for an indefinite period w ith­ 
out so much as a formal “ by your leave 
and to drive off the intruders is about as 
easy as to rid yourself of a healthy but hun­ 
gry tick which has attached him self to 
your cutis. Thousands of city vagabonds 
have no habitations except of this descrip­ 
tion, (heir earthly possessions consisting of 
one vermin-infested blanket to each adult, 
which serves him beautifully as a portable 
bed, and an earthern pot or two to every 
family, in which their scant cooking is 
done (perhaps on your front door-step) 
over a few dry twig3or a handful of stolen 
charcoal. Indeed, the beggars are about 
the happiest people I have met in Mexico, 
for life to them is one long holiday—a 
happy-go-lucky existence, wholly relieved 
from work or worry. No crushing cares” 
disturb the serenity of their souls, nor 
vaulting ambition, nor thoughts of rainy 
days to come. Every one of them of aduit 
age is married, and all arc surprisingly 
affluent in “ olive branches,” for reckless 
Mexicans, like poor hum ans north of the 
Rio Grande, rush into double blessedness 
quite regardless of the number of beggars 
they may inflict upon the world. Besides 
innumerable children, each beggar posses­ 
ses a dog or two to share his misfortunes ; 
and I have frequently observed, as a sing­ 
ular circumstance, that the deeper and 
more hopeless his apparent indigence, the 
greater the number of his canine attaches. 
And thus these 
SIDEWALK CITIZENS 
Spend their time in the intervals of beg­ 
ging, lounging in the sunshine and gossip­ 
ing with the neighbors, as contentedly' as 
the haughtiest hidalgo, whose prodigal 
coins support him. Pordioseras, male and 
female, address all ladies of whatever age 
or station, who come within range of their 
pleading, by such endearing and familiar 
words as nina, ninata, ninacita (“ girl, 
little girl, dear little girl). In church they 
are particularly annoying, buzzing about 
the doors like a swarm of bees, im portu­ 
ning all passers and pestering worshipers 
in the m idst of their prayers. The im pu­ 
dence ot their persistency 'is only equaled 
by the ineenuity displayed in the invoca­ 
tions by' which, under the guise of religious 
feeling, they wheedle the last penny out of 
your pocket. Upon your knees in acrowded 
sanctuary, in the midst of the most solemn 
mass, or an Ave Maria Purissiraa, they 
fling themselves and their filthy rags be­ 
fore you, and grovelling upon the ground, 
pour forth their petitions to your purse in 
this wise : " Ninacita ! Por el amor de la 
Santissima V irgin!” 
By the blood of 
C hrist! For sake of the most Holy Trin­ 
ity ! For the love of God and his angels ! 
By the bones of the blessed m artyrs! efc., 
through all ihe saints in the calendar. If 
you are so obdurate as to go on with your 
devotion, regardless of his prayers, he tries 
another tact and appeals to your domestic 
sympathies. To men he will say ; “ By' 
the soul of your wife! By the life of your 
sweetheart!” To women : “ By the heart 
of your lover! By the life of your little 
child;” and to children: "By' the life of 
your mother! By the honor of your fath­ 
er!” A m ixture of piety and superstition 
make3 must people draw forth their purses 
—especially women and children, who are 
too tender-hearted to resist such appeals. 
The plea that you have no small coin 
about you is n o ta valid excuse with Mexi­ 
can beggars, for upon such a hint any one 
of the half-naked rascals will dive under 
bis dirty' blanket and, producing a well- 
filled bag of silver, courteously offer to 
" make change” for you !

Cit y ok M ex ico, May 27, 1887. 
Everybody has heard of pulque, the 
‘ national beverage” in this portion of the 
world—the fermented milk of that species 
of cacti known to Northerners as the cent­ 
ury plant or aloe (Agave Americana), here 
called maguey. Although there are more 
than thirty thousand licensed pulque shops 
in the City of Mexico alone—besides innu­ 
merable 
booths, stalls and bar-rooms, 
where that and other beverages are dis­ 
pensed—and although the popular drink 
costs but a penny a “ schooner,” or two 
cents per quart, the shops are all profita­ 
ble. 
Very little pnlqne is sold at whole­ 
sale, as most Mexicans who make a busi­ 
ness of cultivating maguey m aintain their 
own shops for retailing it. A certain well- 
known aristocrat of this city, w borides in 
bus carriage and is welcomed among the 
magnates of the land, has live pulquerías 
from which he is said to derive the neat 
little income of $25,000 per annum . Ac­ 
cording to offlcial statistics a little more 
than eighty thousand gallons of pulque 
are sold every day in the Mexican capital, 
and nearly douule that am ount on Sun­ 
days and 
Saints’ days. 
Three special 
trains, laden with nothing but pulque, run 
daily ¡uto the City of Mexico from the 
near-by plains of Apam and Otumba, 
where much maguey is cultivated. From 
this industry alone the Federal Govern­ 
ment derives a revenue of a thousand 
dollars per diem in the way of duties, and 
the railroads an equal am ount for trans­ 
portation of the same. 
W hat a field is this lor the temperance 
crusaders! 
But the crusader would do 
better to mind his own affairs, or to turn 
his attention elsewhere, for pulque is not 
only one of the most healthy and harmless 
of beverages, bat is one o f'th e few bless­ 
ings which the poor cf Mexico enjoy, and 
heaven knows their comforts aré few 
enough. 
Being not at all heavy in its 
effects, the worst abuse of the “ blessing” 
LEAVE3 NO HEADACHE BKHINII, 
But serves ouly to intensify the gallantry 
of the guzzler, making him sing and dance 
till the sleipy stage comes on, showing his 
white teeth in continual laughter anil haul­ 
ing off his ragged sombrero to passing 
ladies with the most respectful salams. 
Two Cen:s’ worth of pulque will render the 
poorest peasant happier than a King, 
while five cents’ worth will secure him the 
honor of being escorted by men much 
higher in the social scale than himself (the 
police) to the nearest cared, and an engage­ 
m ent to work for the Government a fort­ 
night or so, to begin when he awakes next 
day. with beans and tortillas provided. As 
may be inferred, the Government has no 
lack of laborers on these easy terms, and 
finds no difficulty in thus keeping the 
streets well paved and similar public du­ 
ties performed. 
W hile in moist climates one may imbibe 
considerable quantities of the usual intoxi­ 
cants with comparative impunity, in these 
higher altitudes of the tropics a much 
smaller dose is surprisingly harmful. And 
right here perm it me to aiid that some un­ 
fortunate Americans who have fallen into 
disgrace because of undue conviviality at 
the Mexican capital, really deserve com­ 
miseration rather than the contumely that 
has been heaped upon them. In 'm o st 
cases they were the victims of ignorance on 
their own part, or of sly practical jokes 
perpetrated by the Mexicans, who, however 
polite they may appear, are at heart jeal­ 
ous of all Americans and delight to put 
them at a disadvantage. The same bever­ 
age which gentlemen may use socially in 
the North with no ill eliects, if parta'ken 
here in equal measure, first exhilarates the 
imbiber Oeyond all account, and then 
leaves him for days in a slate of titter stu­ 
pidity. 
Most foreigners learn this only by 
sad experience, and the “ gilded youth” of 
the capital find great pleasure in 
INITIATING A FRESH SUBJECT, 
Especially if he comes in the interests of 
his Government. 
Of course my own opportunities for ob­ 
serving this phase of Mexican life are some­ 
what limited, but I am told by an Ameri­ 
can journalist (who certainly ought to 
know) that common whiskies and bran­ 
dies, which are never safe beverages in 
warm countries, are here simply suicidal. 
The Spaniards confine themselves to cognac 
and sour wines, while Mexicans of the bet­ 
ter class always have claret at their home 
tabies, with champagne, etc , for festive oc­ 
casions. American mixed drinks are not 
popular, and. in fact, are scarcely known 
below the Rio Grande, the scarcity of ice 
m aking jnlips, etc., out of the question in 
most portions of the country. In the City 
of Mexico ice may he procured, but as it all 
comes from the sum m it of Fopocatapetl, 
•brought down on the backs of Indians to 
the nearest railway station, one does not 
grumble at the price of the congealed moist­ 
ure (fifteen cents per pound), but wisely 
concludes to dispense with it. 
Strangers in Mexico are at first greatly 
troubled with thirst, as rapid evaporation 
renders the mouth and throat extremely 
dry 
Water affords no relief, and is, with- 
all, in -re dangerous to indulge in than any 
“ tanglefoot.’’ whose i Ifects m ar be slept 
off. 
When we reflect that this old, old city 
-th e ancient Tenochiitlan of the early 
A ztecs—has been the site of a populous 
city for more than six hundred years, and 
during all that time, while empires have 
arisen and fallen, dynasties decayed, and 
myriads have lived, died and been buried 
here, tiiis cup-like hollow, high up in Ihe 
hills, has never been drained, but, on the 
en tra ry . has been drained into from all 
the surrounding country, one lias no dis­ 
position to taste the Waters of so vast a 
ebarnel house.

but unless you live ches; by one of its few , 
fountains and see the sweet, pure water 
taken therefrom, you can never be sure of 
what you are drinking. The licensed car­ 
rier, who peddles water from door to door 
at the rate of a jarrito-full for a tlaco (a cent 
and a half), is quite as likely to have 
drawn it fiom some filthy well filled with 
WASHINGS FROM TnE CAMPO SANTO. 
Other portions of this volcanic country 
abound in such a conglomeration of m in­ 
erals and chemicals as to render the water 
extremely dangerous, and the traveler is 
warned that to drink much of it may entail 
incurable ills. 
But to return to our pnlqne. It is as 
amusing !o note the efforts which newly- 
arrived Americans make to say the word 
«which should be pronounced pool-kee) as 
their grimaces in learning to like the liquid. 
They generally begin by calling it “ puik.” 
or at best “ poolk,” and end by doing their 
full share toward disposing of those eighty 
thousand gallons per diem. 
In its best 
itate this sour-smelling stuff looks like 
thick bulterniilk. and tastes sotnewbat 
nastier, if possible, than spoiled yeast. Its 
beauties were discovered about the year 
!X)0,.by one Papaut/.in, a Toltec nobleman.

Taking tny usual breakfast of milk, 
bread and eggs at the tiny shop where 1 
go each morning, I doubled the quantity 
of provender, that I m ight ,f necessary 
stand a twelve hours’ tussle with amuse­ 
ment. 
The world is full of what some

tions,” and 1 felt the great truth of the 
expression as I buttoned my ulster over 
my breakfast and trotted away. 
A Japan­ 
ese never seems to know anything without 
asking somebody first, and ten to one lie 
learns nothing the more for his question. 
A Japanese friend had promised to have 
all in readiness, and having 


SPENT FULLY THREE DAYS IN IXqCIRIES 
Among liis acquaintances, met me on my 
arrival with the information that the play 
began at 6 a. m. instead of 8 a. m., as he 
had been first informed, so, after all my 
preparation, I was two hours late ; hut, re­ 
membering a comforting proverb, I hur­ 
ried away to the theater building near 
the University, but, alas! upon arriving, 
and my friend making due inquiries of a 
tea-house woman, we learned that the 
doors would be opened in about ten days. 
By this time 1 was pretty much out of pa­ 
tience, and had to solace myself by going 
to the museum to see the ancient palan­ 
quin _ of the Mikados, and give up the 
theater for that day at least, making up 
my mind not to depend again upon a na­ 
tive for information. 
Hearing of a theater 
which was just opened not far from the 
Imperial Palace in Kozi Machi district, I 
started the night before and stayed at the 
house of an American friend, to avoid the 
early rising and consequent bad tempers, 
for the play was to begin at 8 A. m . 


TIIEATER APPOINTMENTS. 
At the proper hour wc go down a street 
lined with tea-houses, and, stopping atone, 
from which, after drinking a cup of tea, 
we are escorted to the theater by a man 
bearing two mats and two cushions. 
The 
mats and cushions are placed in our bare 
box, and we sit down in Japanese fashion. 
The building is very like a barn. 
The 
stage is large, and from it run two walks 
across the room to the dressing-rooms. 
These walks are on a level w ith the stage, 
and separate tIre lower tier of boxes 
from the pit boxes. The boxes in the 
pit are separated from each other by 
rough railings, upon which the people walk 
in seeming danger of falling as they go to 
or from their places. 
Back of the pit is a 
common place not divided, but where the 
people sit close together; one similar to it 
is also back of the gallery boxes. 
A sit­ 
ting place is 3 cents in the common place, 
30 cents for a pit-box for five people, 40 
cents for a box in the lower tier and 50 
cents for the best Ix>x, which seat comfort­ 
ably four people. 
The orchestra is on one 
side and a sort of chorus on the other, 
both concealed. 
The curtain is drawn 
from the side. 
Instead of a hell two pieces 
of wood are clapped together to summon 
tbe new act or the final. 
The name of this 
theater, with a large but neglected garden, 
is Kiriza, and is a novelty, for

theaters in Tokio have male actors only,

and I am told that it is the custom to have 
all the actors, in one theater, of one sex, 
though there is of course much said in 
favor of mixed companies now and a gen­ 
eral leaning toward the European stage. 
Just now at a theater in the Ueno one 
part of “ The Forty-seven Bourns” is 
being played by Donjiro, the greatest 
star in Japan. The ¡day is long and di­ 
vided into four parts; one part, containing 
the less serious action, is played for a sea­ 
son of a few weeks at one theater, and then 
at another theater the secoud part is 
played for the same length of time, and so 
on till the four parts are presented at four 
different places, the comic l«?ing separated 
from the tragic by time and distance in a 
most heroic manner. 
Tiie ¡days at the 
Kiriza to-day are to he five in num ber,aud 
the first has already begun when we reach 
our l>ox, 
“ 1 humano ko en ki go no shi ta 
shi mi " is the name of the fir-! piece—a 
tale of the usual melodramatic sort. 
The 
daughter of a Daimio loves a handsome 
man servant, and tells her love in most : 
dolorous accents to the mournful aecom- j 
paniments of the hidden orchestra (with ; 
occasional “ asides” by the chorus to en­ 
lighten the audience), until the lover ap- ! 
nears walking along the raised stage which j 
leads through the auditorium. 


THE LOVER, OF COURSE, IS A WOMAN, 
But the costume and walk disguise her so 
well th at 1 can scarcely believe it. 
Ar­ 
riving at the stage the lover tosses a sup- 
posablc pebble against the paper wall of 
his dear one’s house, which like all stage 
pebbles strikes the proper place, though 
the report is not heard until time enough 
has t lapsed for sound to travel half a mile, 
lie then enters the garden like a Romeo, 
and like a Romeo enters the house. 
Old 
Daimio has been away on a journey and 
returns just in time to be disagreeable. 
Man servant is led away to have his head 
cut oil'. The audience are in the highest 
state of interested excitement, and as the 
forlorn heroine toddles forward asking 
where they are taking him, an old man 
in the pit jumps up and tells her, much to 
the amusement of the audience and the 
evident shame of his family, wh i finally 
drag him down into the Ikjx. 
The curtain 
is drawn amid cheers and cries of “ bravo!” 
or rather “ caraidzo!” and a general rush 
made for the stage. The old man, who has 
a bald head and a bottle of sake, rises and 
balancing himself with difficulty on the 
rail amuses the wailing people by going 
through a pantomine, waving his Ixittle 
until he is again forced to resume his 
place, where lie falls asleep. 
A raised box 
at the back of the auditorium is occupied 
by a man who watches all the time to see 
that decency and order prevail, and several 
police are stationed above 


TO PREVENT 
For the Japanese 
making what the Germans call “ long 
lingers.” Some soldiers are standing about 
with opera glasses, evidently wishing to be 
looked at more than to look. 
Peanut 
venders and the sound of the tack-ham- 
mers from behind the curtain quite trans­ 
port me. 
• 
There is a crying baby, as usual, but the 
daylight streaming down through 
the 
holes in the roof, and the absence of the 
smell of escaping gas are not reminders of 
home. The man from the house where we 
were supplied with the mats brings us tea 
and sponge cake. The nicest of sponge 
cake is to be had in Japan, and was made 
in the country M ore the advent of the 
foreigners in 1808, having been learned 
from the I bitch. 
The tea-house people 
supply all their patrons with drink, bring­ 
ing it in during the play as well as be­ 
tween acts. 
This is better surely than 
going out to see a man, as we po—to have 
the man come to yon. 
A programme 
(illustrated) is also presented, and bears 
the sign used for gifts—a sort of interro­ 
gation point cut in two. 
The usual sign, 
for which this mark is a substitute, is a 
piece of paper folded in a certain manner 
with 
A BIT OF SEAW EED IN IT. 
In the second act I am surprised to see the 
condemned lover return with his head on 
his shoulders. 
Daimios, Judges and ail 
sorts of high-titled fellows come with him, 
wearing the hakana, or trowsers used on 
state occasions. 
These trowsers are so Ion" 


that it wonld be impossible to turn them 
up with any advantage, for they are often 
three times the length of the legs, and the 
unfortunate wearer has to worry his wav 
along walking upou the inside in some­ 
thing the same predicament as a man in a 
bag. 
It has been decided to give the hero 
a chance for his life. 
A priest brings in a 
board covered with a cloth, under which 
the condemned puts his band and draws 
out a hit of wood, on which his fate is 
written. 
One of the sticks bears a ¡lar­ 
dón. 
If he draws any hut that one lie Is 
sure to be executed, the only choice being 
in the m anner; and, most horrible, most 
harrowing, the beautiful heroine mast lose 
her own bobbing, little head. 
Two lives 
hang upon the small bit of wood. 
The 
audience watches with breathless interest 
as the white-faced hero lets his trembling 
hand wander under the clotli. 
Every eye 
is on the stage. 
H e draws a piece a little 
out, and then spasmodically thrusts it back 
again. 
The acting is superb. 
.Suddenlv 
he draws one out and holds it on high, 
closing his eyes. 
The characters are large 
enough to be read by the audience, and 
from the people breaks such a wail as I 
have never heard, and hope never to hear 
again, even at a play. 


THE WOMEN IN THE FIT 
Seem wild in their grief and sob audibly, 
while the drunken old man rises, making'a 
vigorous protest, saying that the first piece 
v, hich the hero partly drew was a pardon and 
was a fair draw. 
The clerk reads the sen­ 
tence. 
The condemned man falls fainting 
to the floor and is carried away, while the 
mother and daughter kneel as petrified, 
gazing into each other’s faces. 
1 his intensely tragic scene would be 
spoiled did either mother or daughter 
move. 
The scene is painful indeed, but 
not allowed to last too long, and the whole 
stage is turned around upon a center pivot, 
disclosing a second scene. 
During the pa­ 
thetic separation of the parent and child 
our tiffin is brought, and boiled eggs with 
rice detract somewhat from its effect. 
L it­ 
tle girls, dressed in unobtrusive brown, 
help about the stage or bring rests for the 
actors to leau against when compelled to 
take a tiresome position for any length of 
time. 
The last act is to bring home the 
heads of the hero and heroine in largo 
bandlxixes. 
W ere it not for tlie.se boxes 1 
should be affected quite as much bv the 
sad scene as any one in the building, hot 
the sight of these well-known forms and 
the remembrance of happy eves which 
would light up at the sight of them puts 
me out of the tragic vein, and I see the 
two bearers, after presenting the boxes to 
the mother, commit hara-kiri, and though 
it is all realistic, I do not leel any goose- 
flesh, and see the curtain go down upon the 
bandboxes, the “ hara-kiried” and the 
staring mother without a gloomy thought. 


THE SECOND PLAY 
Is, fortunately for the eyes of the prettv 
girls in the pit, a jolly farce. 
The setting 
j is a picnic ground at 'Tokio, the time, to- 
i day. 
The usual awkward countrymen, old 
i people, who dance with crutches, clever 
\ oung maidens who sing and snub over­ 
confident youths, are the best features. 
There is a ballet of water-carriers, all clad 
like veritable coolies iu the streets. 
Peo­ 
ple at home who object to the display of 
tights 
tht* ballet on our stages could 
find nothing of the kind to disturb them 
here, and the most critical can find, even 
with strongest lorgnette, no trace of the 
arti. le. 
Though the temptation of three 
more plays is held out to keep us till even­ 
ing, we go at the close of the farce, having 
sat for six hoars. 
Passing out. the occu­ 
pants of the hox-office call tons, “ How did 
you like it ? 
Conic again.” 
"Ibis is all I 
learned of the Japanese 
theater, but at the tea-house to which we 
returned 1 learned the following: I was 
surprised at not having to pay when we 
first came, instead of upon leaving, but the 
tea-house man said honest ¡>eople were not 
asked to pay in advance. 
I asked who 
were the honest j k.*o| fie and how he told 
them from others. 
“ Oh,” he replied, 
“ honest people are those who pay the 
highest prices and take the best places; 
people who take cheap ¡duct's must pay in 
advance, and 
in these days when shoes 
are worn, ol course we have a little hold, 
for we keep the shoes here. 
But good peo­ 
ple would not run away with their shoes 
on or oil." 
So it was that our foot-fear had 
neen held as security for our 50-cent box.

I>. Goodhue writes to the WHlamcUe For­ 
tner as follows: 
Perhaps friends will think 
that the poultry' editor has stepped down 
front his high ladder when he asserts that 
a ebickcn-house is an abominable thing in 
a poultry yard, and a regular nuisance for 
at least nine months in the year. 
We con­ 
fidently assert that there have been more 
fowls killed by lice in hen-houses than 
there have been by coons and foxes iu the 
Willamette valley. 
Imagine, reader, our 
sixteen years lighting lice out of hen­ 
houses, and then having to come down to 
the pure air of heaven and a good fir tree 
for our fowls to roost in. 
Imagine further, 
our mechanical anu cozy hreetiing-houses 
ail torn down and used for other purposes, 
while a simple roost in the center of each 
yard about two feet high, and two boards 
hacked together against the fence and on 
the ground, forming a box for laving pur­ 
poses, end our 
ornamental display of 
poultry fixtures. 
We prefer to keep a 
good collie doe, and discard our hen­ 
houses ornamented 
with lice and un­ 
healthy chickens. We find our few s a I 
healthy and they lay 50 per cent, better. Our 
chicks are raised with but little loss, and 
we have the satisfaction of knowing that 
our time is not spent in vain: 
We have 
not been killing 10,000,000,000 lice to-day 
and get up and find 10,000,000,000 at their 
funeral.

throwing of a single bombshell in Chicago

The following bulletin has been issued 
from the Agricultural Experim ent Station 
of the I Diversity of California at Berkc- 
lev, and will be of interest to all vine- 
growers of the State : 
‘ On May 14th a few leaves from a Mus­ 
cat vine were received from E. If. Love­ 
land, foreman of the Butler vineyard at 
1 resuo. 
Mr. Ixiveland’s attention 
had 
been attracted by what seemed to he a 
growth of fungus on the leaves and on oue 
side ol the trunk of the vine. 
He wrote 
that he had noticed the same thing before, 
but never in such amount as this season. 
A preliminary examination of the speci­ 
mens showed that the leaves, though ap­ 
pearing quite health? in 
color, were 
thickly covered on both sides with a 
whitish substance occurring in irregular 
masses, and which at first glance might 
give some suspicion of a fungoid growth. 
Examined with a hand-magnifier, how­ 
ever, the material was seen to be of dense 
character, and proue to lift from the sur­ 
face of the leaf in scale-like particles—in 
fact, in some places, especially where it 
had extended over the ribs of the leaf, it 
had divided and partly lilted itself from 
the surface, as though it had become 
shrunken and distorted by drying. 
No 
features of fungoid growth were discer­ 
nible. 
Upon careful exploration with a 
three-fourth inch objective 
the marks 
shown by the hand-magnifier were made 
more plain, and the whitish masses gave 
indications of a 
crystalline 
structure, 
manifesting itself in two main forms. The 
thinner portions were chiefly made up of 
iiattish crystallizations of aborescent form, 
spreading out upon the surface of the leaf, 
and the thicker parts were dense white 
masses covered thickly with acicular crys­ 
tals. 
The whole appearance of the ma­ 
terial was that of an incrustation held in 
place by adhesion and by interweaving of 
the leaf hairs through it, the latter fact 
indicating that it had come upon the leaf 
in a fluid state and had thus taken close 
hold upon the inequalities of the leaf 
suriaoe. 
This being the character of the 
deposit as being determined by the micro- 
soo¡h', and as no traces of fungoid origin 
could lie discerned, it was evident that the 
composition of the material, as determined 
by chemical examination, would be most 
apt to disclose its source. 
The small amount of material which 
could be sera ¡ted from the leaves, some­ 
what less than one graiu, rendered it im­ 
possible to come to perfectly definite con­ 
clusions regarding its exact nature. 
The 
original m aterial contained: 44.3 percent, 
insoluble in water, and 55.7 per cent, sola­ 
cio in water. Of the soluble p art: 09.8 
per cent, was organic m atter and water, 7.2 
per cent, was soluble ash, and 23.0 per cent, 
was insoluble. The part insoluble in water 
contained; 81.1 per cent, of organic m at­ 
ter and loss, and 18.8 per cent, of ash. 
The part of the original material in­ 
soluble in water couiists mostly of lime, 
with a small amount of magnesia and sul­ 
phuric acid. 
A slight residue resembling 
mica (probably from the dust of the soil) 
remains after the treatm ent with acid. 
Sulphur is present in sufficient quantities 
to be easily detected when ignited—doubt­ 
less from the sulphuring of the vines. 
The soluble part of theoriginal material 
was slightly acid. On ignition it blackens, 
and emits a slight c-dor of burnt sugar. 
The presence of a little sugar is alsoshown 
by the copper test. 
The soluble part of its 
ash is strongly alkaline, and consists largely 
of carbonated potash with some sulphuric 
acid. 
The insoluble part of its ash consists 
chiefly of lime with a small amount of 
magnesia. 
The general result of this examination 
would seem to be that the white substance 
is a saline incrustation of organic salts of 
potash and lime. 
Such a deposit might 
result from the evaporation of vine sap it­ 
self, but its deficiency in gum and sugar 
and apparent 
absence of tartaric acid 
(judging from the crystalline form of the 
incrustation) renders this supposition un­ 
likely. 
OTHER SPECIMENS. 
Another specimen sent by J . S. Dore, of 
Borden, Fresno county, had all the char­ 
acteristic marks of the specimen from the 
Butler vineyard, except that the material 
was less abundant. 
A specimen from H i­ 
ram Hamilton, of Orange, Ixts Angeles 
county, differs in some respects from the 
Fresno samples. 
The deposit is much 
thinner, and looks as though drops of thin 
whitewash had fallen upon the leaf and 
spread out upon it. 
It is most abundant 
upon or near the outer edges of the leaves. 
Examined with the microscope, the de­ 
posit does not show the needle-shaped 
crystals as in the former cases, but has in­ 
stead somewhat irregular, roundish masses, 
sometimes contiguous, sometimes separated 
enough to show the green color of the leaf 
surface beneath them. 
There is, however, 
no indication of fungoid form or growth, 
but rather of granular formation, presum­ 
ably an incrustation. 
The material was 
not abundant enough to admit of chemical 
examina tjon. 
A specimen received from G. F. Mer- 
riani, Escondido, San Diego county, resolu­ 
bles closely the one from Orange, Los An- ! 
geles county. 
Mr. Merriam writes: “ You 
will notice along the edges of the leaves 
something white, as if limewater hr.d been 
thrown ti(ion them.” 
In this sample the 
thicker line of incru-tation along what 
seems to be the part where most of the 
liquid would collect by gravitation is a 
noticeable feature. 
FURTHER INVESTIGATION NEEDED. 
We make this preliminary statement 
concerning the nature of tnese abnormal 
deposits upon vine leaves, because of the 
interest which has been awakened in them 
in the locations where they have occurred, 
and to allay fears which seem to prevail 
that the peculiar appearances are due to 
the presence of “downy mildew” tPcrono- 
xpora vitícola)—a disease of the vine which' 
is properly dreaded. 
The wide announce­ 
ment which lias been made of the evil oc­ 
casioned by this fungoid parasite, naturally 
renders vine-growers alert to ti tect signs 
of it- encroachment, 
it may be stated 
that tbe “downy mildew” exhibits its 
presence by marks wholly dissimilar to 
the characteristics of the 
incrustation 
which we have described above. 
It forms 
“conspicuous white patches” of a fuzzy or 
downy character, as its common name in­ 
dicates. 
These patches may be very small, 
but tbeir soft, woolly nature is easily de­ 
tected. 
As the disease progresses the 
patches liecome yellowish, then brownish, 
and finally the portion of the leaf affected 
exhibits all the marks of dead tissue. 
Sometimes the leaf is almost wholly cov­ 
ered and shrivels and dies. 
Microscopic 
examination shows that the fungus has 
penetrated the leaf substance and de­ 
stroyed it. 
In the case of the incrustation noted 
above, the material is wholly upon the 
outer surface of the leaf, merely resting 
upon it and easily separated from it. Care­ 
ful examination of the epidermis from 
which tbe material has been removed 
does not show any invasion of the tissues. 
Nor dees it appear from the samples re­ 
ceived that the deposit, whatever may lie 
its origin, does any injury to the leaf nr its 
function-. 
Upon this ¡stint we desire 
more information from those who have ob­ 
served the occurrence and traced its effects. 
iV e desire more liberal supplies of the 
material to pursue investigations which 
we trust may disclose the origin of the 
peculiar phenomenon. 
We would also be 
pleased to have all vine-growers whose at­ 
tention may be attracted by this announce­ 
ment, examine their vines and send us 
specimens oí anything which may seem to 
them to lie of the character described. In 
many cases serious apprehension may be 
allayed by determination of the real na­ 
ture of what may seem to lie threatening 
phenomena, and even when the m atter is 
serious it is well to lie advised of it as 
early as possible. 
The University Experi­ 
ment Station is equipped for such work 
and its facilities are always at the service 
of the vine-growers and <if 'agriculturists 
generally. 


MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF VINES. 
An investigation into the causes of the 
mysterious decline and death of grape­ 
vines at certain points in Southern ( ili- 
birnia has been in progress at ti:** Univer­ 
sity Experiment Station for -ever t! wc- 
The work was undertaken to test the re­ 
sults announced last year by re-inveetiga- 
tion, and because the loss aud vexation re­ 
sulting from death of vines continues in 
the saute localities affected la.-t year. 
tjnite a large collection of vines in dif­ 
ferent stages of decline was secured from 
the growers. 
In sonffe eases the vine was 
almost lifeless and had made hut the most 
feeble attem pt to break its buds, in others 
one cane liad made a fairlv vigorous start, 
while others did little <ir nothing; in 
others still, all the buds had thrown out a 
few inches of very weak cane. 
Thus we 
had for examination vines in various states. 
The examination of this material was also 
much helped hv careful descriptions of the 
progress ot the trouble by the growers anti 
by personal investigation in the field by 
1'. M . Morse. 
The results of the exami­ 
nation as to locating the trouble in the 
vine itself were mainly negative, as was 
the case la-t year. 
Although most careful 
microscopic examination of the leaves anti 
wood of the affected vines was made, 
there was no parasite of either animal 
or vegetable nature found. In fact the 
tissue of 
leaf, 
cane 
and 
trunk 
was 
found to be perfectly 
normal, except 
that 
there 
were clear 
indications of 
defective nutrition resulting from a stop­ 
page of the sap supply. 
Why this stop­ 
page occurred there was nothing in the 
vines themselves to show. 
In some sam­ 
ples submitted, a part of the sap ducts were 
partly or wholly closed with gummy ma­ 
terial, presumably the result of condensa­ 
tion of the small sap How, because of lack of 
pressure to carry it onward to the nourish­ 
ment of the newer growth, but there was 
not, on the whole, nearly sufficient obstruc­ 
tion to prevent the flow of sap had the 
flow been normal. 
In fact, the decapita­ 
tion of vines in the vineyard showed that 
there was in some cases very little sap flow­ 
ing and in others none at all. 
This check­ 
ing of the sap flow is not the immediate 
effect of parasite attack, and where it 
sometimes results as a secondary effect, the 
tissue of the plant shows the disorganization 
produced by the earlier invasion of para­ 
site growth. 
In the cases examined, this 
source of trouble was plainly precluded 
because the tissue was normal and healthy, 
except in the noticeable deficiency in the 
sap flow. 
This fact was determined by re­ 
peated examination, both of cross and 
longitudinal sections of the new growth, 
the younger wood of tbe spurs, tiie trunk 
of the vine and the roots and rootlets— 
even to the smallest which could lie found 
<m the vines sent to us. 
This conclusion is a verification of the 
results set forth last year by field examina­ 
tions by Mr. Morse and by microscopic in­ 
vestigations in the laboratory—an account 
of which is given in the Y iticultural Re­ 
port of the University for 188ti (page 173 
d sctp), to which the reader is referred. 
His conclusion was that there was nothing 
found that would indicate a true disease 
which might increase and spread to neigh­ 
boring vineyards, but that the phenomena 
were traceable to more or less accidental 
and local peculiarities of soil, season, 
moisture condition, etc., which may not 
recur and produce similar effects for many 
years. 
It is altogether likely that the con­ 
tinued decline of vines observed this year 
is but the natural sequence of unfavorable 
conditions prevailing in the winter and 
spring of 1881). 
Since the loss has been 
greatest in districts where vines have been 
longest cultivated, it is possible that the 
evil has been aggravated by the gradual 
exhaustion of the so il; 
pointing to fertil­ 
ization as at least a partial remedy and 
preventive by enabling the vines to rally 
front their enfeebled condition, through 
the recuperation of the root system. 
REMEDY 
FOR 
THE 
A NTH It AUNOSE 
OF 
VINES. 
A bulletin of the Agricultural Society 
of France, lately received from Chas. Joly 
I President of the H orticultural Society of 
France), gives the following information 
on the subject of the treatm ent of vines 
for anthracnose (“ black blight,” “ sun­ 
burn,” etc.— Sphaccloma ampelinvm : 
The vitieultural section of the Societv 
of French Agriculturists has decided to 
render its public as possible the instruc­ 
tions given below, which have been pub­ 
lished by the Bureau Directors of the 
Medoc syndicate undet the signature of its 
President, N. Johnston, and whose object 
is to indicate the best means of dealing 
with the anthracnose of vines. 
The members of the syndicate having 
repeatedly tried the application of sulphate 
of iron (copperas, green vitrol), have ob­ 
tained satisfactory results, and intend to 
repeat its application on the whole of their 
vineyards. 
They do not intend to say that 
this remedy cures the evil completely, but 
they lielieve that if practiced with care it 
greatly diminishes its ravages, and they ad­ 
vise the members of the association to try 
it. 
They even believe that where the vine 
has been most seriously attacked, two ap­ 
plications should be made at intervals of 
ten or twelve days, such treatment having 
given excellent results. 
The solution to be used should contain 
at least three pounds of copperas per gallon 
of water, to which may also be added two 
ounces of copper sulphate or bluest-one. 
The solution is best made ill hot water, 
and it should not be allowed to get vcrv 
cold, so that it may not de¡¡osií a portion 
of the dissolved substance. 
The application is made with a brush, 
to the wood of the vine, taking care that 
all parts of the vine, from the base of the 
stock to the ends of the canes, are moist­ 
ened with the solution. 
The capital ¡mint 
is, however, that at lea-t tbe wood of the 
last three years should be well wetted. 
The amount of copperas used is about 45 
pounds per acre of (long-pruned) vines— 
on short-pruned kinds, of course, materially 
less in proportion. 
The application should be made before 
the vines bud out, since the strong solu­ 
tion would seriously injure the tender 
foliage. 
Experiments with sulphate of copper 
alone have also been tried and seem con­ 
clusive, but were on too small a scale to 
be made a rule. 
The use of a solution 
containing 5 per cent., or 2! ounces per 
gallon of water, appeared perfectly' effect­ 
ive ; weaker solutions were not altogether 
satisfactory in their action. 
\ \ bile it is too late to apply these reme­ 
dies in California this season, in the pre­ 
cise manner indicated, those noting symp­ 
toms of the disease on their vines might 
try spraying with weaker solutions, in 
ortfor to check its progress, or at least to 
prevent its spread to neighboring vines.

A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth tiie submis­ 
sion ot such chatter to the electors, and its rati­ 
fication bv them , shall be m ade in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office ol the secretary 
of State, the other, after being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the archives of the city. All Courts 
shall take judicial notice thereof. The charter 
so ratified may be am ended at intervals of not 
less than two years, by proposals taerofor sub­

Any city containing a ¡»opu- 
lmiou of more than ten thousand and not 
more than oue hundred thousand inhabitants 
may fram e a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to lie 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at. 
any general or special election, whose dutv it

THE OUTRAGE UPON THE AGRICULT­ 
URAL FAIRS. 


No adjustment has Leen reached con­ 
cerning the dates of conflict of the State, 
the District and the Mechanics’ Institute 
lairs, and all will he held at the same 
time. The proposition that the State Fair 
Board of Directors should take an earlier 
date, the Institute Directors a somewhat 
later one, and the former pay the latter 
$000 to “ make even ’’ on the music con­ 
tract. was simply imj>ossihle of acceptance. 
To change the date of the State Fair would 
disarrange and interfere with the dates of 
the District Fairs, and the law of the State 
prohibits such interference. To pay *000 
to the Institute management to enable it 
to change without expense, was, to say the 
least, a proposition exceedingly humiliat­ 
ing, and that would he taken iu the nature 
of a confession of error on the part of the 
State Board in fixing its dates. The truth 
is, the State Fair date was named a year 
ago, and the Institute people fixed their’s 
with full knowledge that the action would 
make a conflict. They have behaved in a 
most ungenerous and selfish manner, and 
exhibited a spirit of obstruction, absorp­ 
tion and narrowmindedness, that cannot 
but result in injury to the State. 
It is a shameful and disgraceful business 
011 their part from begining to end. The 
people have nothing to gain from these 
several fairs occurring at the same tim e: 
there is no earthly reason why the Insti­ 
tute I-air cannot he held, as it has been for 
years past, prior to the State Fair. August 
is just as good, if not a better month, for 
the Institute than September. 
There remains now a duty for the ¡¡eople 
of the interior to do, which they will not 
neglect. They will rally to the support of 
the State Agricultural ai d the District 
societies, and make their expositions for 
1887 the largest, complctest and most val­ 
uable to the State of any ever held in Cal­ 
ifornia. There is needed to accomplish 
this end only vigorous exertions on the 
part of individuals. The aggregate of 
many eflorts will give us exhibitions that 
will be an invaluable aid in advertising 
the State. Let the people of Central and 
Northern California, especially, under­ 
stand that their section will not be adver­ 
tised as it should at the San Francisco fair. 
San Francisco never has manifested a full 
realising sense of the importance of the 
region. It Ls not very long ago that most 
of it- prt ss resisted the effort to construct 
the California and Oregon road through it, 
and some went so far as to designate rich 
and inviting counties as worthless, and 
their settlement and development as a 
matter of no consequence. The interior 
must tight its own battles, and it is per­ 
haps as well that it should look for uo aid 
from San Francisco—its self-helpfulness 
will N increased in the end. 
San Francisco lias shown its anxiety to 
run counter to the interests of the interior. 
Instead of fostering a dozen autumn fairs, 
and thus giving visitors the broadest op­ 
portunities to view our agricultural prod­ 
uct- in the sections where produced, they 
have set tip a fair in opposition to five of 
the District fairs and tile State Fair to 
draw patronage from them and concen­ 
trate the tourists in San F rancisco, upon 
whom the shop-keepers and landlords 
mav 
fatten for a season. 
Though 
the Institute management declared that it 
did not intend to extend its fair to stock 
exhibits and speed contests, it lias now 
been decided to have these attractions be­ 
hind the mask of a “Citizens’ Committee.” 
Nothing more strikingly illustrates the 
shortsightedness and selfish policy of San 
Francisco than this latter action. At first 
it proposed to compete with the interior 
fairs as to Pavilion exhibits only, leaving 
to them the stock shows and speed con­ 
tests : now, after programmes have been 
nude, expeuses incurred, contracts closed, 
premiums offered and purses hung up, the 
“citizens” of San F'rancisco come forward 
and bid in competition for the horned 
stock and speed horses to be brought to 
that city and for their owners to abandon 
th ' interior exhibitions. 
It remains to be seen if the people will 
submit to these several impositious—they 
are nothing less. The present indications 
are that the country will manfest a proper 
spirit. In San Joaquin county the Super­ 
visors, who had appropriated money to 
organize exhibits for the State Fair. Dis­ 
trict F*alr and Institute exhibition, have 
rescinded the order so far as the latter is 
concerned, ami directed the fund to be 
used to promote the two first-named classes 
only. From all the District Fair manage­ 
ment- have come up protests against 
change of the in erior dates, and ex- 
pre— ions of indignation at the action of 
the Institute management, and the interior 
press with unanimity have likewise con­ 


demned the proceedings. The Stockton 
Independent of yesterday voiced the 
general sentiment when it said that “this 
is a question of the people of the interior 
against a few, and the people should sup­ 
port their own interests against the specu­ 
lators. The trial of conclusions must 
come, and it may as well be now as ever. 
If the officers yield to the speculators now, 
they must continue to yield, and soon to 
become completely subjugated. Let them 
stand by their own rights ; let them stand 
by the farmers ; stand by their own man­ 
liness.” 
California lias a coast nearly 700 miles 
in length along the Pacific; climates al­ 
most as numerous as her counties; soils as 
varied as the Government sections are nu­ 
merous ; scenery the most inviting; moun­ 
tains and valleys such as no other State 
possesses ; fields and vineyards, orchards 
and garden- surpassed in no land ; re­ 
sources unequaled, and acreage inviting 
six or seven millions of people to homes, 
livery interest of country aud city in such 
a State demands that the tourists be led 
into every section ; invited by all proper 
devices to visit all quarters of the State 
and tiie various county and district fairs, 
witli the State Fair, are such invitations. 
They must be maintained, and despite the 
opposition of the private concern in San 
F'rancisco, the strangers must be shown 
that the people of California are capable 
of expositions independent of the metrop­ 
olis. 
Yt BAand Sutter counties and Marys­ 
ville and vicinity form the subjects of an 
elaborate illustrated article in this morn­ 
ing's R ecord-U nio x. It will be found to 
be an accurate and comprehensive exposi­ 
tion of the resources of one of the most 
inviting sections of Central California. 
Marysville lias undergone more of trial 
and misfortune than any city of the Union. 
But it lias surmounted all obstacles, proved 
its right to a place among the foremost, 
and is now upon the bigli road of pros­ 
perity. Because the R kcord-U nio x be­ 
lieves in Northern and Central California ; 
lias faitli in their towns and cities, their 
trade and agriculture, their inviting char­ 
acter and great resources, it is doing all 
that is within its power to fairly and fully 
present the facts concerning these sections 
in papers, of which that appearing this 
morning is the lifth of the series, and a 
fair example of those given and those yet 
to appear.

Can it be that Massachusetts is the seat 
of learning when her latest educational 
statistics show that in 1S85 there were 
22,287 persons, of 10 years of age or over, 
in Boston's population of 310,463 who 
could not read and write. Cambridge, the 
eat of Harvard University, has 3,623 
illiterates iu a population of 47,692. But 
there is one thing comforting to the Bay 
State people, and it is the fact that of 
tliese illiterates a very large percentage of 
them are of foreign birth. 


I t is evident that the Government partv 
in England has resolved to push the 
Crimes Act through, with all its chief 
features, coercive and retributive, retained.

State Fish Com m issioners. 
At the meeting of the State Fish Com­ 
missioners in San F'rancisco yesterday, 
Messrs. Routier and Sherwood present, J. 
W. Willage, Chief of Patrol, reported the 
capture and conviction at Benicia of a 
Chinaman who had been catching and sell­ 
ing young fish contrary to law. He was 
fined $00, which he paid. 
A petition of fishermen, asking for a 
change in the size of the mesh of nets from 
7 i to 5} inches, was received, and, on mo­ 
tion. laid on the table. Tiie Board took 
tue ground that it had no authority to grant 
this request, and that the law in this regard 
could only be changed by the Legislature. 
J. W. Willage, Chief of Patrol, reported 
having made a recent visit to Monterey 
Bay, and reports that the catching—in fact 
the destruction—of small fish, in plain vio­ 
lation of the law, is appalling. More than 
150 Chinamen are camped there, and are 
using nets as small as can be made. A 
tninnow an inch in length could not 
squeez • through the netted obstruction. 
They fish with hooks and with lines two 
miles in length, baited and booked, with 
protruding, sharply finished wire in the 
line of fish travel to catch everything com­ 
ing in and going out of the bay. ' Forty 
boats are seining with small nets, and drag­ 
ging the patrol lines. There is a Chinese 
colony ashore drying the fish as commercial 
product for shipment to Asia. 
The Italian and Portuguese fishers are 
said to be violating the law in talcing small 
fish, but tbev are not as rapacious as the 
Chinese. Tbev have more respect for law, 
but the example of violation is leading 
them to extremes. Some of the best 
salmon, pampino, turbot, barracouta, shad, 
cods and many other fish of the best va­ 
riety, also great whales, come into Mon­ 
terey annually from the ocean to get the 
flavor of fresh water. No bav in the ex­ 
plored world is better stocked with good 
fish than the bay that makes delightful 
aquariums along the nine-clad coast of 
Pacific Grove. The catching of whales and 
large fish is not restricted, but the law was 
made to give the young fish a chance to 
live when escaping from the natural perils 
of the piratical fish that subsist on the 
young and weak of their own tribe. 
It was reported to Mr. Wiliage that mat­ 
ters were even worse on Austin creek and 
other tributaries of the Russian river. One 
of the members of the Midsummer High 
Jinks Committee of the Bohemian Club, 
wbo was out exploring for a camping place, 
stated that the Chinese had actually 
dammed the streams, so as to deprive the 
fish below of water, and then gathered 
them from the depleted water course with 
their hands and threw them into the 
baskets. Everything, big and little, was 
taken from the grandest pools of the 
streams in the depths of the redwoods. 
Violation of law is reported from Sissons. 
Mrs. Feliows, a lady who owns consider­ 
able property in that region and tai es an 
active interest in measures to preserve fish, 
as she catches many herself, says the niiil 
men are dumping sawdnst in the streams 
and destroying the trout or driving them 
away. The Chinese, however, can do 
nothing ir. damming these streams as they 
can the sluggish and slow-current creeks 
of the bottom lands. The rushing torrents, 
replenished constantly from the” reservoir 
of eternal snows above the cloud lines of 
Mount Shasta, resist any obstruction to the 
flow of water. Places'must be made for 
the waters to emerge in order to protect the 
railroad. Still, the saw-mill men can do 
harm by throwing debris of bark and saw­ 
dust in the streams. 
At the afternoon session of the Board, 
John Richardson was made a Deputy Fish 
Commissioner, with authority to act as 
chief of patrol in the absence of J. W. 
Wiliage. 
The main office of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company in Pittsburg. Pa., was 
partially destroyed by fire yesterday morn­ 
ing. All communication with the'outside 
world by the company's wires was entirely 
cut off, and all their fine machinery de­ 
stroyed. The loss will be something less 
than $100.000.

FOREIGN 
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ENGLAND'S W H ITE ELEPHANT. 
Sm ith anil G ladstone D iscuss the Irish 
Crim es B ill. 
London, June 10th.—In the House of 
Commons this evening Smith moved the 
resolution previously announced request­ 
ing that at 10 p. m. on the 17th inst. the 
Chairman forthwith put the question on 
any motion, amendment or proposal touch­ 
ing the clause of the crimes bill then un­ 
der discussion, and then on the clause it­ 
self, and finally on each remaining clause. 
He urged tint this step was forced upon 
the Government by the continued obstruc­ 
tion. it was absolutely necessary for its 
dignity and efficiency that further attempts 
to pr vent the progress of business be de­ 
feated. In four months of the session prac­ 
tically nothing liad been done. The whole 
course of legislation had been stopped. 
The Government desired that due consid­ 
eration be given the rights of the 
minority and respect shown for the tra­ 
ditions of liberty and freedom at­ 
tached to the institutions of the country. 
[Derisive Parnellite laughter.] But it was 
undoubtedly the duty of the Government, 
under cirtmmstances without a parallel in 
the history of Parliament, to call upon the 
House to take measures to prevent the 
minority from setting at defiance the con­ 
trolling power of the majority. It wae 
impossible for the Government, represent­ 
ing the majority, to yield to obstructions of 
the minority. The Government must be 
displaced by an adverse vote, and then it 
wilt be bound to appeal to the country ; but 
whiie sustained by the majority of ths 
House they must carry on the business of 
the country. The de!«ates over the crimes 
will become a travesty, bringing ridicule, 
disgrace and contempt upon Parliament! 
He appealed to the House to support the 
Government in trying to restore otder in 
its proceedings. [Cheers.] 
Gladstone said that longer notice should 
have been given of this important motion. 
The present state of business and the ent:re 
paralysis of Parliament caused intense dis­ 
satisfaction throughout the country, but 
this situation had been brought about by 
the Government themselves. ["Hear! 
hear!'] They liad been pursuing a false 
and futile policy—coercion, without justi­ 
fication. They had disregarded ail the 
usages and traditions of Parliament in the 
conduct of a measure which they had, un­ 
der the name of a crimes bill,introduced and 
directed against a combination apart from 
crime. [“Hear! hear!’’] He would sug­ 
gest to the Government that a rational 
inode to expedite the bill would be to make 
it temporary, instead of permanent, and to 
strike out all provisions touching combina­ 
tions apart from crime, thus assuring the 
Irish tenants of some protection. If the 
Government rejected that remedy, and had 
no other to propose, the offensive character 
of the bill would be retained in full force. 
H*- did not wish to create a difficulty by 
offering opposition which he knew would 
be ineffectual. He would therefore content 
himself with protesting against the course 
now proposed. 


C onstables and Bailiffs Stood Off 
raged Irish Tenants. 
D ublin, June 10th.—The evictions at 
Bodyke were resumed to-day, and there 
was a repetition of the exciting scenes 
which have attended the numerous at­ 
tempts to evict tenants. The Sheriff and 
his bodyguard were stubbornly resisted at 
the house of a tenant named O’Hallorn. 
The hillside near the house was covered 
with an excited mob, who cheered the de­ 
fenders of the premises, and urged them to 
hold out. 
O'Hallorn and his party had 
dug a trench around the house and barri­ 
caded the lower rooms, while the upper 
portion of the house was occupied by 
ten men, including two who had] re­ 
turned from America, and some women. 
The bailiffs made an attack on the 
wall of the house with crowbars, but were 
received with scalding water and lied. The 
Inspector of Police, with drawn sword, 
then mounted a ladder placed against the 
side of the house, but was beaten down. 
A Constable with rifle ami fixed bayonet 
next mounted the ladder, but his head was 
battered by the defenders. Several gashes 
were inflicted upon him, and he retired. 
Another Constable also attempted to climb 
the ladder, but failed. A second ladder 
was then produced, and several Constables 
mounted it, but were beaten down. Cox 
essayed to climb up a ladder to speak to 
the inmates of the’ house, but the police 
prevented him from doing so. 
Finally a Constable entered with a rifle 
and fixed bayonet, but the rifle was wrested 
from him and his safety was imperiled, 
when Father Hannon entered and com­ 
manded a cessation of hostilities. The in­ 
mates were then arrested, and the work of 
eviction was carried out. 


FREDER ICK W ILLIAM . 
Tlie Doctor» Say ttic Crown P rince w ill 
U ltim ately R ecover. 
B erlin, June 10th.—Dr. Mackenzie and 
all the German specialists iu attendance 
upon the Crown Prince held a very long 
consultation to-day.

Ottawa (Ont.), June 10th.—Senator 
Girard, who represents St. Boniface, Mani­ 
toba, received a letter from a friend in the 
Northwestern Territory tonight, stating 
that Louis Schmidt, who was prominent 
in the Riel rising of 1870, is fanning the 
discontent still existing among the half­ 
breeds, aud that unless s ure proper meas­ 
ures arc taken to paciiy them trouble is 
feared. 
England's Egyptian Treaty. 
London, June 10th.—Iii the House of 
Lords to-day the Marquis of Salisbury pre­ 
sented the Egyptian convention. England 
is to evacuate Egypt in three years, and the 
right to appoint English officers to com­ 
mand in the native army ceases at tlie end 
oí live years. England retains the right to 
send troops to Egypt in tlie event of exter­ 
nal or internal disorder. The convention 
will not be valid unless ratified by the 
Powers. 
Italy and the Vatican. 
Rome, June 10th.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies tc-day Signor Doves questioned 
the Government in regard to rumors of a 
reconciliation with the Vatican. Minister 
Crispí said the Government, at any rate, 
was not seeking conciliation, and had no 
wish to know what was occurring in the 
Vatican. Tiie time had ripened, however, 
for many questions that might lead to a 
reconciliation, which would never be detri­ 
mental to national rights.

London. June 10th.—A famine is immi­ 
nent in the city of Meshed, and through 
the whole province of Kborassan. The 
Russians are trying to prevent the people 
from emigrating to trans-Caspian territory.

V ienna, June 10th.—A hurricane and 
rain-storm occurred to-day near Mako, and 
several workmen were washed away.

T he state Fair. 
[Stockton Independent.} 
A committee of the Directors of the 
State F’air have not shown that amount ol 
strength they should have displayed in 
llieir conference with the Mechanics Insti­ 
tute, of San F'rancisco, in relation to the 
time of holding the fairs of the respective 
associations. They have entered into a 
partial agreement to set the time for the 
State F'air somewhat earlier than that orig­ 
inally fixed upon: The Directors should 
not ratify the agreement, for the reason 
that it is unjust to themselves and the agri­ 
cultural districts, and is weak, not to say 
childish. When the Sacramento paners 
opened the opposition the Independent sup­ 
ported them mostly heartily because they 
were right, and on that ground alone, and 
there should be no weakening now in the 
face of threats. The State and county fairs 
are public institutions, supported by the 
people’s money, and the Mechanics’ 
Institute, which should be called the 
speculators' institute, is a private en­ 
terprise. 
The fairs are agricultural 
in their characters, and the other is 
more mercantile than anything else except 
mercenary; the fairs are calculated and 
designed to demonstrate the agricultural 
resources of California ami attract an in­ 
crease of population, and the speculation 
is designed to exhibit the merchandise of 
San F'rancisco and the resources of its in­ 
genuity at the expense of the rest of the 
State, and attract a crowd to spend money 
in the metropolitan hotels and retail stores' 
The fairs are largely for the exhibition of 
tine stock, and the speculation for the ex­ 
hibition of cool cheek; the fairs to build 
up the country, and the speculation to fill 
up its projectors’ pockets ; the fairs to pro­ 
mote the agricultural and industrial arts, 
and the other to encourage money-getting 
artifices. In the fixing of the time for the 
local fairs, the law requires all the dis­ 
trict and county fairs to give the 
State Fair precedence and to avoid 
holding competing fairs. 
This is for 
the greater convenience of the farmer 
and stock-raiser. In pursuance of this a 
circuit has been arranged, and until within 
a short time there was no apparent inten­ 
tion to interfere. After great expense had 
been incurred, the time fixed and exhibi­ 
tors had arranged accordingly ; after sev­ 
eral county and district fairs had incurred 
more expense based upon the fixing of 
their time and after any change therein 
must entail a loss of time, money, labor, 
and reduce success, the Mechanics’ Fair 
selects a time that must needs interfere 
with the State insritution and several 
others. It does more. It prepares, counter 
attractions directly intended to win ex­ 
hibits away front the 3tate Fair, and this, 
too, after a tacit, if not explicit, agreement 
that it should not be done, in view of the 
bs.1 faith, the covetous spirit shown, the 
dotnineerina demeanor of the speculation, 
and the principle involved, we trust the 
D;rectop* 
the Siatg. Pair will refuse to 
yield.

To the ( itiz°ns of the Ci'y and County of Sacra­ 
mento: Having been selected as the •• Execu­ 
tive Committee ” of ” The Im provem ent Asso­ 
ciation of the City and County of Sacramento ” 
we deem it proper at th is time to lay before vou. 
as briefly as possible, our aims, etc. 
It is the purpose of the Association to inaugu­ 
rate some reforms, aud to generally improve the 
appearance and financial condition of oar city 
auil county, by devoting onr tim e and energies 
to the same. 
The following titles of committees, w ith the 
duties allotted to each, will give you an idea of 
the labor to be i*erformed, and we feel that suc­ 
cess cannot tie attained unless we receive your 
hearty and cordial, m oral and financial aid’and 
support.

lines of business that will am ply reward our 
efforts.

Therefore, we hope that vou will 
promptly hand in your nam e to the society or 
to the Canvassing Committee for m embership 
in the Association.

qualified for th e various branches of work 
to be entered upon. 
I pon m otion of Mr. G allatin, it was or­ 
dered th at a com m ittee of three be ap­ 
pointed to select 500 names, or such n u m ­ 
ber as they shall deem best, who shall be 
requested to become m em bers and aid ac­ 
tively in the work. 
T he C hair appointed as such com m ittee 
A lbert G allatin, E. K. Alsip and Colonel 
Ed. II. H am ilton. 
By a subsequent m o­ 
tion th e sam e com m ittee was instructed to 
send the address and constitution of the 
Association to the persons so selected; have 
a canvass m ade for m em berships in such 
m anner as deemed best by them , and to re­ 
port results to the Executive Com mittee. 
T he m eeting was then adjourned to aw ait 
tiie action o f the* Special Committee, which 
it is expected will be reported some tim e 
early next week.

The Snow P lan t. 
One of the most interesting products of 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains, and one 
which never fails to excite wonder and ad­ 
miration of the tourist, whether from the 
East or the large cities of the coast, is the 
beautiful snow [Hunt. The scientific name 
for this flower is Sarcode.'f snnqnina'. mean­ 
ing “ blooded flesh.” June is its month 
of blossoming, and it can now be iound 
growing in secluded spots in the moun­ 
tains, where the snow fallsdeepest in winter 
and where the tall grass grows thickly and 
rests an nubroken shade. The plant'itself 
h from four to ten inches in hight, and is 
of a bright scarlet color, including leaves 
and fl jwers. although the stem is pink and 
while. The flowers are attached close to 
the stem, and the leaves curl upward and 
partially hide the ¡towers from view, the 
whole being in the form of a cone. The 
leaves have a delicate, frost-like edge, which 
makes them exiremely beautiful. Every 
visitor to tliis vicinity always manages to 
secure one of these curiosities to show to 
friends below. 
How these plants grow is 
not known to botanists, as they are neither 
seed nor bulb. They are supposed to be 
parasitic and cannot be propagated. 
Lo­ 
calities where they are abundant one sea­ 
son may not produce a single specimen 
the next. 
A beautiful Indian legend is connected 
with the origin of this flower, w hich is to . 
the effect tiiut once upon a tim e a lovely 
Indian m aiden died of a broken heart on 
account of the faithlessness of her lover ; 
that her spirit sought refuge in the darkest 
nooks in the forest, w here sounds of her 
sobbing and wailing are frequently heard 
am ong the tree s; th at the tears she shed 
are drops of blood, and w herever one of 
these touches the earth there springs up a 
crim son p la n t— Trnctcc J'eptibUcan.

Not that over-tight lacing is advocated, but 
just so much as will cause the foot to leel 
the support of the shoe. Ladies who walk 
a great deal, especially those having hi rh 
insteps hollowed out underneath, will cer­ 
tainly find more ease in a lace shoe than in 
a buttoned one. Dealers will often tell us 
they are not in fashion, but thev can al­ 
ways be bad or made. Skaters need a laced 
shoe for the same reasons. Gentlemen are 
wiser than we in this respect. The major­ 
ity of men have learned to appreciate the 
merits of a lace boot, and now wear them.— 
Cleveland Leader.

A LOST RACE. 
Discovery in West Virginia of Kelics of au 
E x tin c t P eo p le. 
A Parkersburg (West Virginia) corre 
spondent says : On the banks of the Guy- 
andotte river, toward its head, is a large 
farm owned by a gentleman named Leitz. 
On this farm are scattered a number of 
mounds or tumuli, erected ages ago by a 
people long since extinct. 
In each tumu­ 
lus, on a level with the surrounding coun­ 
try and in the center of the mound, is a 
large crypt, which contains the bones of 
men and women. When discovered a 
short time since the skeletons were found 
in great numbers, many of them well pre­ 
served troni the corrod'ing tooth of time. 
Some of the bones were of unusual size and 
of great thickness. In the same crvpts, by 
the side of the skeletons, were many stone 
hatchets, Hint arrows and spear-heads, and 
other indications of a primal warlike race. 
Fragments of pottery of peculiar shape 
were found lying around. 
These tumuli 
had undoubtedly been the burying place of 
prominent members of the lost race, chiefs, 
princes or savage potentates. But strange 
as was the findings within the mounds a 
stranger one lay within a scope of 
territory surrounding them.

acres — say 
ten 
or 
twelve — in 
the 
shape 
of an octagon, the plowshare had uncov­ 
ered evidences of a fortification. The outer 
line had evidently at one time been thrown 
up by these extinct people as a means of 
defense from attack by other races of peo­ 
ple. 
Within these walls innumerable 
pieces of bone, fragments of the skeletons 
of hundreds of people were found in ail 
attitudes ; among and around them spear­ 
heads, arrow-heads, stone hatchets and 
other implements were scattered, covered 
with fragments of a conglomerate stone of 
a highly silicious character which has en­ 
abled them to" resist degradation and re­ 
moval by water and the leveling powers 
of atmospheric agencies, otherwise the 
corroding influence of time would have 
removed all traces of these people. Out­ 
side ip either direction lines and piles of 
bones and instruments ot war were found, 
showing that at one time a fierce battle for 
existence had occurred—a war of ex­ 
termination—in which the strange people 
confined within the stone and eartliern 
battlements had suffered defeat, and that 
men, women and children had been 
mercilessly slaughtered.—A'. Y. World.

How Itain is Produced. 
Did it ever occur to the reader that there 
is just as mucli water in the air above him 
on a clear, bright day, as on a cloudy or 
rainy one? Rain does not Come from 
somewhere else, or if it Is wafted over you 
by the wind from elsewhere, the water that 
was over you is simply wafted on to some 
other place. What is said above explains 
this. Water is absorbed in the air above 
us, at a certain tempeiature, and it becomes 
insensible. Cool that air by a wind draft 
ot' cooler atmosphere, or by electrical or 
chemical influennes, and the moment the 
air becomes cooler it gives up some of the 
watery particles that were insensible or in­ 
visible at the higher temperature. These 
small particles thus given out unite, and 
when enough of them coalesce, obstruct 
the light and show as clouds. When 
enough of them unite to be too heavy to 
float in the air. they begin to descend ; pair 
after pair of them come together until a 
rain drop is formed. One of these minute 
rain drops is made up of millions of infin­ 
itely small watery particles. 
Air passing over the cold tops of mount­ 
ains is cooled down so that it gives up a 
good deal of the concealed watery vapor, 
and hence little rain falls in the region 
along the lee side of such mountains. This 
is why so little rain falls in Colorado, and 
in other places north and south of that 
State. The prevailing winds blow from the 
west, and the cool tops of the Rocky 
Mountains lower their temperature anil 
thus take out the moisture that would 
otherwise fall in rain.— li'ooci and Iran.

N othing has been heard from Johnson 
to-day. YS’hen closely pursued these In ­ 
dians will travel seventy m iles per day, 
and they know every trail and spring in 
the country, so it can be seen how difficult 
it is for troops unacquainted w ith thecoun- 
try to pursue them successfully.
